An Ordinance to provide for the establishment of Tribunals for 
expeditious adjudication and recovery of debts due to banks and 
financial institutions and for matters connected therewith or inci 
dental thereto . 

WHEREAS the Recovery of Debts Due to Banks and Financial Institu 
tions Bill, 1993 has been introduced in the House of the People and is 
pending in that House ; 

AND WHEREAS Parliament is not in session and the President is satis 
fied that the circumstances exist which render it necessary for him to 
take immediate action to give effect to the provisions of the Bill ; 

Now , THEREFORE , in exercise of the powers conferred by clause ( 1) 
of article 123 of the Constitution , the President is pleased to promulgate 
the following Ordinance :

CHAPTER III 
JURISDICTTON , POWERS AND AUTHORITY OF TRIBUNALS

The application made to the Tribunal under sub-section (1) shall 
be dealt with by it as expeditiously as possible and endeavour shall be 
made by it to dispose of the application finally within six months from 
the date of receipt of application . 

20 . (1) Save as otherwise provided in sub-section (2), any person 
aggrieved by an order made, or deemed to have been made by a Tribu 
nal under this Ordinance, may prefer an appeal to an Appellate Tribu 
nal having jurisdiction in the matter .

(iii) A copy of the notice shall be forwarded to the defendant at his 
last address known to the Recovery Officer and in the case of a joint 
account to all the joint holders at their last addresses known to the Reco 
very Officer . 

(iv ) Save as otherwise provided in this sub -section , every person to 
whom a notice is issued under this sub - section shall be bound to comply 
with such notice, and , in particular , where any such notice is issued to 
a post office, bank , financial institution , or an insurer , it shall not be
